thority. for regarding last year: as 
the nineteen hundredth anniver- 
-Sary of it. o 

The Journey of one hundred and 
-ninety miles‘ from Jerusalem to 
. Damascus which Js now made in 
one day, on the roads built "since 
‘Palestine came under the: British 
mandate, used to take twelve days 
-Previously and must have taken 
much longer in 8t. Paul's day, 
-even If, as seems Ikely, he travelled 
by camel. ' 


Damascus ‘is. in that part ot | 


Syria‘\which 1s now “under the 
French mandate, and it ts probable 
. that the spot where St. Paul's con- 
‘ version: occurred is also in ‘this 
‘territory, os the. frontier is several 
miles from the city. 

The transformation which took 
place in St. Paul on the day of his 
conversion is'a matter of history, 
and he intensity. of his conversion 
was even more remarkable than his 

“ suddenness. From the time that 
his name occurs tn the ‘sacred 
writings {t appears on"aimost every 
‘page, and each incident that ts re- 
corded shows Paul in action, carry- 


' ing on ’the campaign for Christ's 


cause to which he devoted himself 
‘for the rest of his life." 


’ THE ENGLISH SCHOOLS 


Two of the best known English 
Catholic Schools, Ampleforth and 
‘Stonyhurst, have been in the news

‘valuable: beyond expectation. - 

The fact that they were geniune 
tombs was proved by the presence 
of skeletons, but: what was more 
‘interesting was the discovery of 
food vessels, urns, flint tools and 
vother setclct dating seconds to

Important to the ordinary citizen 
that “at the risk ‘of iMogicallty I 
feel that I am justified in saying 
a Uttle about them. 

In several Continental countries 
these rights are or were safeguard- 
ed by the Constitution. Thus in the 
famous Declaration of the Rights. 
of Mun, the ephemeral revolution- 
ary French Constitution of TV91, 
Article 11 provided :— 

‘The free communication of ideas 
‘and opinions 1s one of the most 
precious of the rights of man: 
every citizen then can freely speak. 
write and print, subject to respon 
sibility for the abuse of this free-~ 
dom in the cases determined by 
law., 

The constitution guarantees, as 
the natural right of a citizen, tne 
freedom of every man to speak, 
write,, print. und publish * his 
opinions, without the necessity of 
submitting, his writings to any 
censorship or ‘inspection before 
their publication, ©. « 

Article 18 of the Belgian ‘Cons 
stitution similarly provides: 


“The press is tree: 1t will never 
be subject to censorship,” and even |’ 


the recently issued “Fundamental 
Laws of the Russian , Empire” 
makes analogous provision in 
Article 37 “Every one shall have 


the right. within “the limits. pre- |" 


scribed by law, to express his

L. C. Rivett, obstetric surgeon to 
in-patients at, Queen .Charlotte’s 
Hospital, when, lecturing recently 
at the winter school for health 
visitors and, school nurses at Bed- 
ford: College for Women, Regent's 
Park, London. 


“When a woman js going to 
embark upon motherheod she 
should consider what she ts letting 
herself in for,” he said. “T myself 
do not consider‘ pregnancy a 
normal physiological process, as 
some people-seem to think it ought 
to be, To my mind it Js obviotisly 
a very gremt coriplication. , 


“Tt seems to me that it would |. 


be very much wiser {f in the course 
of the development of ‘education 
we could arrange things so that 
& woman does not embark ‘upon 
pregnancy until.she has completely 
settled ‘down to’ her new life and 
until she. has Jearned how. to 
manage her own home. 


“It would be an extraordinarily 
valuable advance fh the race if 
we could have girls, before~ they. 
were likely to get married, in- 
structed fully ‘in contraception 
with the “idea that‘it should, be 
practised for the’ first year of 
marriuge.” .
